We must 
approach the problem, however, in 
a sympathetic manner. for the ne- 
gro is deserving of kindly trea® 
ment. it is well that the negro 
should be {fn a colony by himself. 
It is his only hope to elevate his 
race. 
Segregation Zones Plann. 

“We have planned segregation 
zones in St. Louis adequate to care 
‘for 150.000 negroes. But in catry- 
ing out-our plans we have encoun- 
itered many difficulties. First, there 
is the indifferent white household- 
er. Then there is the type of selfish 
property owner, who wants the 
greatest profit regardless of his 
neighbors: and there is the type 
who bears a grudge. say at his nex'- 
door neighbor and takes out his 
grudge by selling to a negro family. 

“Our plan of segregation has 
met with the approval of the more 
intelligent class of negroes. who 
agree that proper zoning is the 
only solution of the problem. They 
see that we want to live with them 
in amity.”

Defense Objection Overruled. 

Judge Ittner today overruled an 
@bdjection offered by 
yesterday to the State's testimony. 
The objection was based on the Su- 
preme Court's decision in the Ed- 
ward Butler attempted bribery 
case, more than 20 years ago, 
which was to the effect that the 
official whom Butler attempted to 


influence was not legally empow- | 


tred to take the action for which 
Butler sought to pay him, hence 
that the crime of bribery was not 
committed. 

The defense in the present case 
asserted that Jolly'’s legal author- 
ity to sign certificates of scholastic 
work had not been shown, hence 
that no bribery was indicated. The 
Court ruled that, though the stat- 
utes giving such authority to coun- 
ty superintendents had not been 
cited, still the Court had judicial 
knowlé@dge of the law. 

Jolly testified that Adcox first 
visited him in the summer of 1922, 
and that they reached the agree- 
ment for the signing of the certifi- 
cates to be funished by Adcox, at 
$5) each. 

“I knew that the work certified 
had not been done,” Jolly said, 
“and that this was the reason why 
my signature was desired.” 

Jolly Cross-Examined. 

On cross-examination, he said 
that he had not reported the issu- 
ance of the certificates to the 
State Superintendent of Schools.

Mystery All but Cleared Up.

The discovery entirely supports 
the police theory, and the sacks 
will be part of the evidence against 
the prisoners onw held by the po- 


j}lice, Mr. Germer said. .He said 


there was no longer doubt that the 
rolice had at least some mermnbers 
of the train robber band. He adi- 
ed, however, that none of ithe 
stolen mail had been found in the 
possession of the prisoners. 

Says Identity Is Konwn. 

Superintendent of Police Mor- 
gan A. Collins declared today that 
the holdup netted the robbers $3,- 
000.000, chiefly in securities, but 
including $70,000 in cash, and that 
the identity of the robbers is 
known. 

Several are under arrest and 
other. arrests are expected to be 
»nade shortly. 

Not more than 10 men figured 
in the robbery, according to Chief 
Collins, who apparently believes 
that at least three Southwestern 
men, aided by Chicago criminals, 
participated in the holdup. Eg¢ht 
persons are known to be held by 
the police, including two women, 
one of whom is said to have had 
$20,000 obtained from a safety 
vault rented by J. H. Watson, 
a’ prisoner. 

“Dr.” Spencer Brown, convicted 
in connection with the million-dol- 
lar Werner Brothers Storage vaults 
robbery last fall, and James Mur- 
ray, a local politician and reputed 
beer magnate, are among the 
prisoners, as is Paul Wade of Tul- 
sa, known as an aviator.

RAIN FELL HERE ON ELEVEN 
OF FIRST 15 DAYS IN JUNE: 


From June 8 to 15. Except for One 
Day, It Rained Between Mid- 
night and Dawn. 
Weather Bureau. records show 
that for the first 15 days in June, 
ending at midnight Sunday, there 
was rain in excess of one hun- 
dredth of’an inch on 11 days— 
which happens to be the normal 
rainfall for June in St. Louts for 
the past 560 years. With 16 more 
days to be recorded there is a pos- 
sibility that the record of 18 days’ 
rainfall in June, 1875, will be 
broken. 
On seven of the 11 days when 
rain fell this month, the precipita- 
tion was recorded between the 
hours from midnight to dawn. 
From June 8 to 15, inclusive, ex- 
cept for one day (June 14) rain 
fell during these hours, although 
on the twelfth there was rainfall 
later in the day. The other June 
days, on which precipitatidn was 
recorded, were June 1, 2. 4 and 5. 
The Municipal Opera management 
was gratified that the rain fell 
after midnight. 

Forecaster Hayes says St. Louis | 
has not had a_ record-breaking 
rainy spring, notwithstanding pop- 
ular opinion to the contrary. For 
instance, in April here were eight 
rainy days, while the 60-year nor- 
mal is 11 days. The May normal 
for the same period is 12 rainy 
days, and it is true that perceptible 
precipitation was recorded on 15 
May days. But that has happened 
in 1890, "92, "96, "99, 1908, "10 ana 
‘15. Whereas it rained 16 days 
in May of ‘87 and '98, 17 days in 
1919 and 18 days in May of ‘73

In countries where crafts are or- 
ganized with great national associ- 
ations, the greatest opportunity for 
achievement will be found in Ro- 
tary’s campaign for written codes 
of correct standards of business 
practice, 

Rotary’s Contribution. 

“In my opinion, Rotary’s most 
fasting contribution to the world 
will be found in the realm of busi- 
ness, in the making of a happier, 
more contented, more kindly, more 
co-operative and more honorable 
business world. In_ the achieve- 
ment of a more honorable business 
world, you have the solution for 
all the other betterments sought. 
With an honorable business world, 
happiness, contentment, kindliness 
and co-operation taust and will 
prevail. 

“With correct business methods, 
world-wide, the business men of 
all nations, meeting on this com- 
mon ground, will establish great 
international friendships and 
good will—friendship which will 
harbinger everlasting peace. 

“One of the ultimate objects of 
written codes is to standardize 
conduct so that all fellow-craftc- 
men in any line of business cans 
compete with one another on an 
equality of opportunity.

When business 
men compete on a common ground 
of high business standards, sales 
will be made on the basis of serv- 
ice, and then that paradox of the 
imagination — co-operative compe- 
tition—will be a reality. 

“The greatest contribution made 
by Rotary in its code campaign is 
the insistence that codes must be 
made up of rules of conduct ex- 
pressed as ‘Shall’ or ‘Shall Not.’ 
Those codes not written as rules of. 
conduct, nor expressed as ‘Shall’ 
or ‘Shall Not’ fail to accomplish the 
purpose for which they were writ- 
ten; namely, the standardization 
of conduct. 

“Of the 51 codes adopted since 
the start of Rotary’s campaign for 
codes, 27 of which are the codes 
of great national organizations, a 
careful estimate indicates that 200,- 
000 business men, unassociated 
with Rotary, are now working un- 
der adequate codes which direct 
them in ethical conduct. This ts a 
great practical demonstration of 
the results secured by Rotarians as 


ambassadors to their crafts, and 


also a conclusive proof of the leav- 
ening effect of Rotary upon the 
whole business world. 
Ethics itn Business. 

“Ethical conduct of business, em- 
phasized and spread throughout 
the world, will greatly diminish 
the inclination and disposition on 
the part of the peoples of the dif- 
ferent nations to fight one another. 
Unscrupulous business methods 
have been a potent cause of many 
international misunderstandings, 
and war has frequently sprung 
from unethical business manipula- 
tions and desire for monopolistic 
control. It is an historical fact 
that nations are born. and great 
wars have happened through the 
use of business as a pawn in the 
world's game of chess. 
shows that Governments follow the 
same path as business: if business 
is crooked, governments wil! be 
crooked. If business is honest 
(which Rotary's campaign for bet- 
ter business ethics aims to make 
it), it has a corresponding reaction 
upon the character of government. 

“When the Rotary campaign for 
(ethical business conduct spreads 
and is accepted, and is of world. 
wide recognition and enforcement, 
one of the greatest and most seri. 
out hidden underlying causes of 
jealousy and war will have been 
permanently removed.”

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Fas- 
cist, open shopper, father of the 
Minute Men of the Constitution, 
avowed foe of labor, and sponsor 
for a clean-cut political campaign 


to outlaw trade unionism.” 
This is the indictment which or- 
ganized labor leaders have drawn 
against Charlies G. Dawes, the tail 
of the Republican ticket. The head 
of that ticket — President Cool- 
idge—with his Boston police strike 
record and his hostile move against 
the Federal employes by his veto 
of the postal pay bill, is none too 
palatable for spokesmen of labor 
unions. They contend that the 
Republican convention has thrown 
the gate@® open for a finish fight 
on the question of trade untonism. 
Officially, the American Federa- 
tion of Labor is compiling the 
Dawes labor record, which is brief 
but which is declared to have as 
its keynote—advocacy of the open 
shop. 
Discussed Issue With Harding. 
Dawes. discussed with President 
Harding while in Florida in the 
spring of 1923 his proposal to 
place the Republican party on rec- 
ord for the open shop during the 
1924 campaign. He made known 
that he wanted to purge Chicago 
of political labor leaders and that 
he felt the open shop question had 
to be settled sooner or later to 
have industrial peace. It was as- 
sumed at the time that Dawes was 
speaking for various bankers and 
business men anxious for a show- 
down with labor. Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, took up the 
challenge immediately, attacking 
the business men and specifically 
Dawes and the “new fascisti”’ and 
serving notice that labor would 
fight to the finish against drag- 
ging the open shop into politicg. 
Dawes returned to Chicago ad 
shortly thereafter, on April 26, 
1923, the Minute Men of the Con- 
stitution, proclaimed as “a move- 
ment of good government,” with- 
out party affiliation, was launched 
and Dawes was slated as its presi- 
dent. The purpose was to obtain 
delegates from Illinois to Demo- 
cratic and Republican conventions 
pledged to support five specific 
planks. 
-Plank That Aroused Labor. 
The plank which drew the fire 
of labor was No. 6, which was de- 
scribed thus: “Indorsing the an- 
nounced position of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, main- 
taining that the right of a citizen 
to work without lawful interfer- 
ence is as sacred as the right of a 
citizen to cease “work, irrespective 
of whether he is or is not a mem- 
ber of a labor or other organiza- 
tion.” : 
Objection by Tilinois labor lead- 
ers to the plank was based on the 
assumption that “the announced 
position of the Government” re- 
lated to Attorney-General Daugh- 
erty’s shop crafts strike injunction 
with its declaration for the open 
shop. The term “open shop” to 


organized labor is always construed 
as meaning closed shop against the 
unions. 

The International Labor News 
Service, published by the Interna- 
tional Labor Press of America, de- 
scribed on April] 5 of this year, how 
}Joseph A. Wise, a union man and 
war veteran, jumped on Dawes’ pet 
union-hating organization as fol- 
lows: : 

“Wise, after getting a letter from 
the Dawes organization asking his 
position-on an antiunion plank in 
the national platform, promptly 
fired back an open letter addressed 
to Secretary C. A. Rogers Jr. of the 
Minute Men of the Constitution. 
This organization never meets and 
is not supposed to do anything un- 
til ordered into action by Dawes. It 
is announced that the organization 
will present antiunion planks to 
both party conventions and that 
fact gives to the Wise letter added 
importance. The letter is impor- 
tant also because it is known to ex- 
press the views of the Illinois State 
Federation of Labor.” 

Wise discussed Dawes’ organiza- 
tion in these words: 

“I will not accept the persona! 
views and platform of Mr. Charles 
G. Dawes, chairman of the board of 
the banking corporation known as 
the Central Trust Co., as a su sti- 
tute for the basic law of the land, 
even though Mr. Dawes insists that 
in organizing the so-called ‘Minute 
Men of the Constitution’ his former 
title of ‘General’ in the Quarter- 
master’s Department of the army 
should be used and that no refer- 
ence should -be made to his well- 
known financial and political affil- 
fations.”’ 

Polled Men at Olubs. 

Wise then related that Dawe§ 
made speeches at various clubs 
and asked his auditors who were 
willing to support the Constitution 
to arise and be counted. He then 
had them sign cards and numbered 
them in his organization. Wise's 
letter continued: 

“His so-called ‘platform" was 
made public following his sojourn 
with Attorney-General Daugherty 
in Florida and the words ‘indors- 
ing the announced position of the 
Government.’ with reference to the 
so-called right to work and right 
to quit, relate to the official posi- 
tion of the present Government or 
administration in regard to labor 
as officially announced by Attor- 
ney-General Daugherty in his 
statement before Judge Wilkerson 
in the Federal court of this district 
when he procured the arbitrary in- 
junction against the railroad 
workers who were then on strike.” 

Gompers asserted the victory of 
William E. Dever of Chicago in 
overwhelming a Dawes’ candidate 
for mayor was due to Dawes’ urg- 
ing President Harding to com-e out 
for the open shop. Labor officials 
here declare the view of the Lllinois 
Federation of Labor leader as indi- 
cated by the Wise letter and the 
fact that Dawes openly assailed 
Gov.

obtained his release. 

Found “White” Community. 

Toward the end of 1907 Dr. von 
Teuber: headed another expedition 
from the west coast, starting at 
Panama and following the ancient 
Spanish “Gold Road” inland. It 
was exactly on the seventy-ninth 
meridian that he found the com- 
munity of White Indians. At that 
time the tribe was engaged in war 
with dark-skinned tribes to the 
south. 

“They were a sickly tribe. sever- 
al of them with leprosy.” said Dr. 

“They used blow- 
guns with small arrows for hunt- 
ing, and for ae tee the wer

If the attack on the unit rule 
under whieh the Democratic State 
Convention sought to bind the 36 
Missouri delegates to the party’s 
national convention in New York is 
successful, there is a strong chance 
that Gov. Smith of New York will 
run close to McAdoo in the Mis- 
souri vote. Joseph B. Shannon of 
Kansas City, a delegate-at-large, 
is preparec to make the fight to 
abrogate the unit rule when the 
delegation has its first meeting in 
New York, Monday. 

Smith would be certain of eight 
votes. It is not probable that at 
any time he could get a larger 
number. McAdoo’s strength, if the 
unit rule should be broken, is un- 
certain, but a poll by the Post- 
Dispatch a few days after the dele- 
gates were elected showed only 7% 
votes for him. There were a number 
non-committal, however, and out of 
these McAdoo undoubtedly would 
gain several more. Observance of 
the unit rule therefore means at 
least 16 or 18 votes more for 
McAdoo on the first ballot than 
|he would get witsour the unit rule. 
\If the unit rule sticks McAdoo 
| Probably will get the full 36 Mis- 
souri votes. His fight is to make 
the strongest possible showing on 
the first ballot, and this effort of 
the anti-McAdoo forces is to keep 
his showing as low as possible. 

How Digation Divids. 

Th Missouri digation is pcullar- 
ly dividd. Th six district digats 
from St. Louis and th two from 
Kansas City ar unaltrably opposed 
to McAdoo. In the first place 
they were friendly to Senator Reed 
in his fight to control the delega- 
tion. The eight delegates-at-large, 
who, however, have only four vetes 
between them, were probably with- 
out one exception opposed to Reed. 
The St. Louis and Kansas City del- 
egates are considered friendly to 
Smith but Smith probably has not 
one delegate from out in the state. 

The anti-Reed delegates outside 
of St. Louis and Kansas City are by 
no means a unit for McAdoo, how- 
ever, being’ divided among McAdoo, 
former Governor Gardner John W. 
Davis and Senator Undergood. To 
hold the unit rule in force it will 
be necessary for the McAdoo man- 
agers to combine these rurai votes 
to get at least 19. To break it the 


janti-McAdoo delegates, or 18 must 


get together. 

The delegates at large are, it 
is believed, firmly committed to 
the McAdoo candidacy on the early 
ballots, and in all probability they 
will play the game in the conven- 
tion with the McAdoo national 
management going, in case Mc- 
Adoo’s nomination is shown to be 
impossible of accomplishment, to 
the candidate to whom McAdoo 
throws his stremeth. 

Among th out-in-the-State 
delegates, however, the situation is 
different. Their selection was con- 
trolled largely by Breckinridge 
Long, Charles M. Hay, Frank H. 
Farris and Charles H. Mayer, but 
at that time the fight of this 
organization was more against 
Reed than it was for McAdoo. As 
a result a number of delegates 
were elected who are not out-and- 
out for McAdoo. 

Organization in the rufal dis- 
tricts costs money and expenses 
ever increased in making certain 
that Reed did not control any of 
the rural delegations to the State 
convention, the district delegates 
being elected by the State conven- 
tion delegates from each district. 
These fights were financed by the 
forces opposed to Reed, which in 
the main consisted of McAdoo lead- 
ers, and undoubtedly there is some 
obligation upon the'*part of the 
rural delegates to those to whose 
activity they are indebted for elec- 
tion.

reasons: Because he comes from 
Indiana, a doubtful State; because 
he is a “safe and sane’’ man, wear- 
ing the label neither of reaction 
nor of radicalism; because there ie 
nothing in particular against him; 
because as Governor of Indiana he 
madean excellent record of eco- 
nomical administration, and  be- 
cause he looks like and is sald to 
have something of the personality 
of Grover Cleveland. 

It is absolutely true that Ralston 
is not seeking the presidency. In- 
deed, he seems to shrink from the 
thought that he might be nominat- 
ed and elected. He _ realizes thar 
if he should be elected, there wou!d 
be an end to his serenity. More- 
over, he is a genuinely modest man, 
everyone who has had occasion to 
interview him since he came inio 
the Senate is convinced of that. 

The viewpoint of the Indiana 
Senator cannot be better expressed 
than in his own words, in a letter 
he recently wrote to a friend:

“T would be a senseless gosling, 
indeed, to flatter myself that there 
was any hope of my being nom- 
inated for the presidéncy with ail 
my limitations, and _ especially 
when I was not seeking it, and will 
not seek it, over the stalwarts of 
our party who are avowed candi- 
dates for the honor. 

‘‘The most I am expecting.to get 
out of the publicity that is going 
on now, connecting my name with 
the presidency, is that some time 
in the infinitely distant futur, 
when all the Darwinian monkeys 
become’ cultured gentlemen, some 
of my, infinitely remote descend- 
ants may have the gratification of 
saying that once upon a time thetr 
infinitely remote ancestor had his 
name mentioned in connection 
with the presidecy of the United 
States.”’ 


Would Take Dignity, 
Courtliness to Office. 


The sentiments here expre 
do not represent a pose on t 
of the Senator; they are actly in 
keeping with his cha 
is known. He would not, of course, 
refuse the nomination if it shoukl 
be tendered to. him; and if elected 
he would bring the presidency diz- 
nity, courtliness and @ keen deter- 
mination to serve the country to 
the best of his ability. 

The commonest argument that 
one hears against Ralston is that 
he is too old for the man-killing 
job of the presidency. He is 66, 
and at the time of his inaugura~ 
tion. if elected, would be 67. He 
would be 71 at the end of his first 
term. + t@ 

One never hears that Senator 
Glass of Virginia, who is being 
much talked about as 4 possible 
legatee of the McAdoo strength in 
the convention, is too old for the 
honor. Yet Glass is only 4 month 
younger than Ralston. The dif- 
ference is that Ralston, with his 
rather heavy dignity of manner, 
impresses one as an oldish man, 
wanting nothing better than to be 
left alone to enjoy the slippered 
ease of his declining years, while 
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Glass, alert, incisive, with a store 
of nervous, peppery energy in in- 
verse proportion to his smaliness 
of stature, has the appearance of 
the fighting cock that he is. — 

A friend of both men summed 
up the difference by saying that 
Ralston is 20 years older than his 
years, while Glass is 10 years 
younger. 


When He Had to Fight 


But it is not to be inferred that 
Ralston is a weakling either in 
physique or in intellect. His rec- 
ord proves that he has good, solfd 
qualities in both respects. His 
forebears were Scotch - Irish. 
Though a 100 per cent Hoosier 
now, he was born in Ohio, on a 
farm near New Cumberland, Dec. 
1, 1857. He was one of eight chil- 
dren. When he was 8 years old, 
the family moved to Indiana. At 
an-early age he “began teaching 


education. 


The story is told that one day 
when he was driving a flock of 
sheep along the highway, an eld- 
erly friend brought him word that 
the County. Superintendent of 
Schools wanted him to take the ex- 
amination for a .teacher’s Hcense. 
He obtained the license. When 
school opened. Samuel discovered 
why the superintendent had sought 
out a husky- farm lad to be the 
teacher. 

The “big boys” of the school had 

driven out several teachers by their 
“horsing” tactics. They immedi- 
ately opened fire on young Samuel. 
He stood the’ “horsing’’ as long 4s 
he could. .Then, deciding. that mild 
methods would get him nowhere, 
he went into the woods and cut an 
armful, of sticks. 
* Returning to the schoolhouse, he 
locked the door, put the key in his 
pocket and called up the biggest 
boy for a thrashing. Some ‘ef the 
boy’s fellows went to his aid. The 
teacher engaged them in @ standup 
fight, knocked them down and laid 
on the rod. Then-the filebris was 
cleared away. and teaching re- 
sumed. There was no further 
trouble in the school. 

After seven years of teaching 
and manual labor, Ralston entered 
the Indiana Normal College at 
Danville. ‘He won his diploma at 
°7 and began the reading of Aw 
in an office at Spencer, Owen 
‘County. He was admitted to the 
bar in 1886 and shortly thereafter 
began the practice of law at Leb- 

oone County. 

i  Sepenneal in the law, got 
into politics, became one of the 
best known and most highly re- 
spected men of his State. In 1912, 
as the protege of Tom Taggart, the 
Democratic leader of the State, he 
was nominated for the governor~- 
ship and elected over the Repubil 
can nominee and former Senator 
Beveridge.

It is to this record that Ralston’s 
friends point when they ‘say that 
he would give the United States a 
sound business administration. 


Persuaded With Difficulty 
to Run for Senate. 


When .Ralston..retired from the 
Governorship, he entered a law 
firm at Indianapolis and bullt a 
home on a 26-acre farm: He had 
no intention of again going actively 
into politics. Four years ago he 
was urged to rum for the governor- 
ship again, but refused. Only with 
some difficulty was he persuaded 
in 1922 to run for the Senate. 

Once in the race, he threw his 
whole heart into the fight. Out 
of 267,559 votes cast for five Dem- 
ocratic candidates ih the primary, 
he received 174,623. It seemed that 
he was doomed to/defeat in the 
election. Harding Had carried the 
State in 1920 by 185,000. . Ralston 
was pitted against the brilliant 
Beveridge, who h won the Re- 
publican nomination over Harry 
New. When the votes were 
counted, it was found that Ralston 
had been elected by a plurality of 
30,000. To those who had not 
closely followed developments in 
Indiana, the result was one of the 
big surprises of the 1922 elections. 

From the moment of Ralston's 
election to the Senate, he became 
a Democratic presidential possi- 
bility. Back of him is .Taggart, 
‘the Indiana bods. The Indiana 
delegation. is pledged to him, and 
will vote for him as long as he 
has a chance. Some political wise-. 
acres say that Taggart has no real 
hope that Ralston will be the nom- 
inee; but is using him primarily 
as a screen behind which to hide 
till he has decided where to throw 
his infiuencé in the political trad- 
ing of the convention.

Try to heal 
that error at once. If the injury 
is left unattended, the effect may 
remain permanently as a source of 
fear and worry.

The shock of 
the excitement will make a deep 
impression in the inner nervous 
system. 

You can do much to drive out 
the fears mustered by dwelling ia 
subjects dear to the child's heart. 
Go into his personal affairs, the 
play, the lessons at school, the 
duties about the home which are 
at present intimate in the thought 
and emotion of your child. 

Lead his mind step by step to 
anticipate these in ideal setting 
and relations. Thus help him to 
live mentally and in the nearest 
perfect form the possible events of 
his own tomorrow. After a.few 
such treatments you will learn how 
to eradicate every fresh shock of 
fear while its nerve injury is 
plastic and yielding and no chance 
for repetition has yet occurred. 
The result will be almost magical. 

Finally, examine critically your 
own mind and attitude toward 
that which brings fear and weak- 
ness and cringing. Does your 
child hear you express in words 
the terror that may be in your 
mind? Fear is contagious, but 80 
is courage. : 

Give no utterance to fear. Per- 
mit not even a thought of fear to 
enter your mind, except you imme- 
diately deny itts-power and influ- 
ence. Thus you do most for the 
cure of fear in the life of your 
child by curing yourself of the 
habit of fear. 

“We will be true and honest and 
diligent, day by day. Whenever 
anything comes to give fear or 
worry, we will stop and think and 
become calm.- We will not only 
think and practice gladness as a 
healing for fear, but we will make 
our courage and joy known to 
others so that they may. gather 
strength from us.” 

Thus, in language sulted to his 
age and understanding, you will 
learn to heal every wound of fear 
that strikes into the mind and the 
emotion of your little boy or girl.
